The Law made nothing perfect, as the Scripture of truth af- 
firms, but Chriſt Jeſus the- ſubſtance hath by one offering 
l 15 perfected for ever them that be ſanctiſied; the daily ſacrificert 
| **>* the Prieſts chemſelyes, who daily offered ſacrifice for themſelves 
and the people in the outward Temple, according to the Cu- 
ſtome of the Law, were not made perfect as pertaining to the 
conſcience, for that by the works of the Law, no fleſh can be 
jaſtified, if there had been perfeRion in the works of the law 
under the fitſt Prieſthoodʒ y hat need had there been for a change 
of the law and the Prieſthood, but not being of force, to make 
the-comers thereunto perfect, nor the Prieſts themſelves: there-

ple to perfection, and to call them forth of theſe things to fol- 
low Jeſas Chrift, the everlaſting unchangeable high Pcielt, who 
by one offering hath perfected for ever them that be ſanctifi- 
ed, and ſo many as believed and received Chriſt, which the Saints 
in lighe preached, left the qQutward Temple and worfhip, and 
forſook the types, figures, and ſhadows,and the rudiments of the 
world, and followed Chriſt and they recived the light of life, the

Page 
of the Book called the Treaſury of the Romane Antiquities, 
where the Authour expreſſes many of your Cuſtomes and pra- 
Riſes in your Religion, and is not aſhamed to ſay, ye borrowed 
them of the heathen ; as that they hung their ſtreets with Ta- 
peſtry, and had reſting places in divers parts of the Towns, 
hen they went in Proceſſion, as ye have at this day, &. 

And that they carryed their images and reliques of their gods 
about, as ye do, and that they marched two and two together, 
carrying wax-candles or Torchesin their hands, and the ſame is 
obſerved in your Religion; and hath been ever fince the Proceſ- 
ſton was inſtituted.

And that they went afootas ye do and when they were en-

you. may no longer feed upon carnall imagj and 
inventions, but upon the brad af life, the ſubſtance which 
is the immortall food, w hich refreſhes and nouriſheth the 
ſaul up to life eternall. 3 
Andall yeforms of Religion under what name or title 
ſaever, who ſet up teachers amongſt you, and Will not 
mit any to ſpeak in your Aſſembliet, hut ſuch as. ye 
—— own wills ſet up and appoint ye are the 
who heap to your ſelves teachers having Itching cars, 
ye are out oftheorder ofthe Church in God, where all 


the members have liberty to ſpeak one by one; in the 


diſorder and confufiony which makes you manifeſt ro 
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be af the body of Anti- hriſt, and not of the body 11 
Ghriſt the true Church; the members of the body of * 
Chriſt abide in his doctrine, and follow the example of 
the true Chriſtians, every particular member having a' 
word ofexhortation, as they are moved of the Lord, may 
have free liberty to ſpeak in the Saints Aſſembly, accor- 
ding tothe order of the Primitive Church, the Church 
in God; but ye who deny the order of the truc Church, 
and follow your own ways and imaginations, manifeſt 
your diſorder, and ſhews that ye are out of the true way 
of God, the true worſhip of God, in the talſe way, and 
worſhip ye know not What; my wayes ſaith the Lord 
is not as the way of man, my thoughts as the thoughts 
of man; ſuchas follow their own thoughts, and their 
own imagined wayes goes out of the of God; the 
true light, is the way of God, and in it the will and 
minde of God is revealed, and the power manifeſted. 
which brings the creature into ſubjection, makes ſub- 
ject to the requiriags of God; and brings to know the 
true Church the bod of Chriſt, and the true and petſect 
order thereof; but this is not a fancy or an naturali light, 
athoughtor an r z but acroſs to all fuch things; 
a living divine holy ſubſtantiall principle which mani- 
feſts thoughts, imaginations and inventions, and the 
ground and riſe of them, which is the earthly ſenſuall 
wildome ; in which God is not known nor ſerved; for 
God is light, and in the light and truth is ſerved and 
workhipped; the children of light, ſerved God in'the 
ſpirit, and gloried in Ieſus Chriſt, and put no confidence Phil. 3: 
in the fleſh; carnall profeſſors, the upholders of carnall 
Ordinances, Rudiments, weak and beggerly elements; 
are led by their fleſhly imaginations to uphold ſuch ſha- 
dows without lite, and be from the ſpirit, the ſubſtance 
in Which is the life, Whetdin God is ſerved and wore 
ſkipped; in which the Saints in light ſerved God in the 
former ages, 28 in this age, but the fleſh delights in the 
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obſeryarſon of carnal ordinances, becauſe they have their 
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riſe and foundation from its imagination; and it glories 
in whatit doth invent; but all tuch glorying is vaine; 
he that glorieth let him glory in the truth, inthe Lord;- 
and let no man truſt to the arme of fleſh, nor put confi- 
dence in its imagination, for all that glory in the fleſh, 
their glory wil F be turned into ſhame and confuſion; 
Take notice the end of fleſhly glory is confuſion and 
ſhame, and ye who are highly putt up and exalted in 
your fleſhly knowledge and wiſdome, God will bring 
down andabaſe and confound-, for no' fleſh ſhall glory 
in the pure preſence of God; and the poor in ſpirit, the 
meek and lowly in heart, God will raiſe up and exalt o- 
ver all thecarth, in this the day of his power, wherein 
he is bringing great and mervelous things to paſs, which 
hath not been ſeen in many ages, his own ſheep he will 
gather into his fold, and them preſerve by the arme ot 
his eternall power, and will ſcatter” and conſume the 
Wolves (who have got the Sheeps clothing) and all the 
renting, tearing, ravening and devouring Beaſts, which 
hath rent andi turne the Innocent Lambs. 
And ye who be in the fleſh, in the carnall ordinanees, 
fly to the Magiſtrates ſword: for 'refuge, which like wiſe 
— — clearly manifeſt to be out of the truth and true 
way of God; for the truth defends it ſelf, and hath done 
in all ages, it needs not the help of the Magiſtrates (word; 
neither did e ver the antient' Chriſtians, who gave forth- 
the Scripture of truth, ſeek to the Magiſtrates te defend 


them, ot es 1H were not carnall they fought with 
e 


bur fpiricuall, the ſpirit of truth was their defence, the 
Magiſtrates ſword (or the outward Law, the arme of 
fl:ſh) hath been the refuge of Anti-chriſt in all ages as it 
is at this day, for if any of the ſervants of the Lord the true 
werſhippers , who worſhip him in ſpirit and in truth be 
moved of God, to goe into their meeting. places (which 
they call Churches) and in obedience to the command- 
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of God, ſpeak to the Prieſt, 9) word of exhortation to 21 
the people, then cryes out both Prieſt and people haile him 
away, ox words to that purpoſe, and calls it diſturbance, (to 
performe the will of the Lord)and goes to the Magiſtrates 
tor aſſiſtance, and cry es away with him, ſend him to pri- 
ſon or puniſh him, this js the practiſe of the carnall pro- 
teffours Who uphold the externall Temple and Syna- 
gogues, therefote vie w your diſorder and be aſhamed of 
| ſuch groſs and filthy practiſes; for ye Rulers, Priefts and 
people in England, in theſe late years have outſtript the 
Heathen in many ages, in your cruell perſecution; which 
makes the hearts oł the righteous ſad, to ſeeſuch-trujcs 
brought forth in the Nation, | where fo much libetey in 
words and writings is proclaimed for Religion, and ho- 
neſt hearted people, by the ſupream in authority; but 
woe, woe, from the Almighty unto you, who make the 
hearts ot the innocent (ad, which God harh not made ſad 
a day of tot ment, and miſery is coming upon you where» 
in the righteous ſhall be glad, which ye have made ſad. 
and over the ſmoke of your torment, they thal tejoyce, Did 
ever the Primitive Chriſtians recorded in the holy. $cri- 
pture, perſecureany, priſon, whip, burn with hat Irons, or 
caſt into Dingeonj 3 lot of CE contin ther; - 
Aﬀemblies, is riotthe Heathen your example, ſor theſe- 
— » Who perſecuted and ſhametully entreated and 
murdered the Chriſtians, who could not ſubmit to their 
unrighteous decrees and unreaſonable wills, ſhew one 
example of cruelty if you can, from the practiſe of Chriſt 
or his Diſciples, it not, number your ſelves amongſt the 
Heathen your example for your cruell perſecution; is 
not cruelty and perſecution, a true marke to know the 
Synagogue of Satan by; from the body of Chriſt the 
Church in God? who in all ages hath ſuffered, but never 
perſecuted any, but prayed for their enemies which per- 
{ecuted them, &c. 
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He body of Chriſt, the Church in God meet toge- 

ther, (as the Saintsin light did in former ages) upon 
thefirſt dayesof the week, and upon. other dayes as the 
Lord affords opportunity, and wait upon the Lord in 

* his fear and Counſell, and ſerve and worſhip the Lord, 
in the Spirit and in the truth; and doth preach the 
word of trath, the eyerlaſting Goſpel, and pray and ex- 
hort one another as they are moved of the Lord, and as 
the holy ſpirit gives utterance ; but not in the wiſdome 
of the world which is ſenfuall, but in the pure wiſdome 
and power of God, which by the world is counted foo- | 
lifkneſs; And this is the true and onely way of God, the 
true way of worſhip, and order of the body of Chriſt, the 
Church of God, as the Scripture of truth doth make ma- 
nifeſt totheunderſtanding Reader, and according to the 
doarine of Chriſt, the order doctrine and practiſe of the 
antient holy Chriſtians, which in the Scriptures of truth 
are recorded; who worſhipped God not in the oldneſs 
of the lettet; but newnels of ſpirit , which is the new 
and living way, wherein God is and will be ſerved and
